Dismisses Charges 


LOS ANGELES (AP) 
- 


Daniel Ellsberg and Anthony 
Russo, freed of charges in the 
Pentagon papers case because 
of government misconduct, say 
they will sue President Nixon 
for "conspiracy to deprive us .of 
our civil liberties." 


"We will bring suit against all 


the 
conspirators, 
of which 


President Nixon appears to be 
the ringleader," Ellsberg said 
Friday after espionage, cons- 
piracy and theft charges against 
Ellsberg and Russo were lifted 
by U.S. District Judge Matt 
Byrne Jr. 


Ellsberg, calm and smiling, 


told newsmen the Watergate 
and White House involvement in 
his case reminded him of Mafia 
tactics. 


"I think of the code of the 


Mafia," he said. "Silence. That 
has been the code of the White 
House." 


Russo said he believed the 


sudden disclosures of wiretaps, 
a break-in at the office of Ells- 
berg's psychiatrist and an un- 
dercover White House inves- 
tigation of Ellsberg had shown 
that "our country has been run 
by criminals." 


U-M Pigeons Run 


Afoul Of Law 


ANN ARBOR, Mich. (AP) - 
Pigeons 


roosting on one of the University of 
Michigan's buildings may have run afoul of 
the law, and officials said they are proceed- 
ing to evict the troublesome tenants believed 
responsible for two law professors becoming 
ill. 


At the crux of the matter is the pigeon 


droppings on the law school roof, suspected 
as the source of sickness which recently 
felled two law school faculty members, U-M 
health service officials said. 


The disease, known as histoplasmosis, is 


characterized by coughing, fever, chest 
congestion and headaches and is carried by a 
fungus which thrives hvmoist manure, es- 
pecially bird droppings, said Dr. John 
Maley.

It is contracted by humans chiefly through 


breathing contaminated dust and spores, he 
said.

Ellsberg said lawsuits will be 


filed against officials other than 
Nixon—all those whose names 
have been implicated in the 
prosecution in the past two 
weeks. 


He said he doesn't believe 


there is enough evidence yet to 
show that Nixon is guilty of a 
crime, but Ellsberg said he 
feels there is sufficient evidence 
to indict the President. 


"I believe that President 


Nixon is innocent until proven 
guilty, and he deserves his day 
in court just as we did," Ells- 
berg said. 


Ellsberg and Russo, both 


former researchers on govern- 
ment projects for the Hand 
Corp., were charged; because 
they admittedly copied the Pen- 
tagon papers, a top secret study 
of U.S. involvement in Vietnam. 
Ellsberg later leaked them to 
news media. 


Though 
the 
.trial 
itself 


drowned in a flood of Watergate 
and White House misconduct, 
the issues that precipitated the, 
case were never resolved. 


"The charges against these! 


defendants raise serious factual, 
and legal issues that I would 
certainly prefer to have litigat- 
ed to completion," Byrne com- 
mented 
in 
dismissing 
the 


charges. 


The revelations that Water- 


gate conspirators had broken 
into the office of Ellsberg's. 
psychiatrist, that the White 
House had launched an under- 
cover probe of Ellsberg's leak of 
the papers and that Ellsberg 
had been overheard on secret 
wiretaps showed "that govern-

Repealing The Personal 
Property Tax 


In an interview Friday over WHFB, 


Ray Mittan, the state representative 
for the eastern side of Berrien county, 
indicated strong sympathy for a move 
to repeal or greatly reduce the pcr- 


( sonal property tax. 


Theoretically, the levy applies to 


everyone but by reason of high statu- 
tory exemptions and local assessment 
policies, nobody we know of is taxed on 
his grand piano or Oriental rugs. In 
practice, only business pays it. 


Mittan said relief in that respect 


could be a factor in attracting new in- 
dustry to Michigan and forestalling 
business, now in the state from jump- 
ing boundary lines. 


The personal tax is a sizeable 


revenue producer for local govern- 
ment and the schools. 


Going by the proposed 1973 country 


equalized assessment roll, the per- 
sonal tax should yield 21.5 per cent as 
a countrywide average. 


For the townships as a whole, this • 


average drops to 15.1 per cent. For the 
seven cities in the country the average 
is 34 per cent. 


Within the two groups and the school 


districts which overlay them, those 
averages vary widely. 


For the cities, the percentage runs: 


Benton Harbor, 35.3; Buchanan, 47; 
Bridgman, 23.6; Coloma, 20.8; New 
Buffalo, 8.4; Niles, 30.9; St. Joseph, 36; 
and Watervliet, 37.2. 


The obvious conclusion is that 


repealing the personal tax would range 
from a minor dislocation in revenue 
raising at New Buffalo to outright 
disaster in Buchanan and Watervliet, 
not forgetting bankrupt Benton Harbor 
and free spending St. Joseph. 


The variation among the townships 


is fairly similar to that between the 
cities. This variance shows some 
interesting 
patterns in physical 


proximity between the townships and 
the cities. 
. New Buffalo township's ration of 6.7 
per cent and Coloma township's 13.1 
are the nearest matches with their 
respective city neighbors. 


Watervliet 
township 
and 
Lake 


township which surrounds Bridgman 
on three sides are the farthest apart. 
The Watervliet percentage is 6 and 
Lake township's is 5.8. 


Buchanan township's dependency 


ratio of 16.6 per cent is next in this 
removal area. 


Benton township follows the opposite 


pattern. It relies on the personal tax 
for 27.3 per cent of its local revenue. 


The St. Joseph and Niles areas are a 


mixed bag. 


St. Joseph township is 9.7 per cent, 


whereas Lincoln township is 23.9 per 
cent. 


Niles township is 13.6 per cent, while 


Bertrand township is only 8 per cent. 


The comparison in the township 


picture shows that for the most part an 
outright repeal of the personal tax 
.would be most disruptive in areas 
building up as commercial arid indus- 
trial sitings. They are pretty much in 
the same boat as the cities. 


Most businessmen we have talked to 


on the subject key on inventory (raw 
materials, work in process, finished 
product in storage) as the bain of the 
personal tax. 


The reason is that inventory gets the 


assessor's 
blunt 
pencil, 
while 


machinery and equipment receive 
some tempering. 


Perishable tools, dies, jigs and fix- 


tures, those obsoleted within 12 
months, are exempted from assess- 
ment. Some years ago Chrysler Cor- 
poration took its case to the legislature 
in very understandable 
language. 


Either the city of Detroit stop taxing 
that costly tooling or Chrysler would 
leave town. Even the Detroit assessor 
caught the point and made no no- 
ticeable effort to lobby against the 
proposition. 


Machinery and equipment is as- 


sessed on its depreciated value. This 
drops to a levelling out figure of 30 per 
cent of value if the items are still in 
use after their 15th year of acquisi- 
tion. If this older equipment goes into 
storage that figure declines to 15 per 
cent. 


Shorter lived or fast depreciated 


equipment is assessed by rates 
qualifying under IRS rules for income 
tax purposes. Thus, if the IRS allows 
the owner to depreciate his equipment 
at 20 per cent a year, the Jocal assessor 
follows that declining schedule. 


This different treatment for inven- 


tory vs. machinery and equipment 
suggests that the legislature, if it 
can be interested in Mittan's most 
valid argument that something must 
be done to improve Michigan business 
climate, should take a more realistic 
look at this raw material to finished 
product situation. 


Taxes are not the only thing which 


gives the Michigan businessman or a 
prospective one the shakes. 


The welfare problem is a disgrace 


which never should have been allowed 
to get where it is; the state's biggest 
labor outfit, the UAW, could change 
some of its thinking; gnd the legisla- 
ture might well create its own revolu- 
tion by first asking where is the money 
coming 
from 
before 
passing 


appropriation bills. 


Nonetheless, Mittan is on the right 


track. 


A blanket repeal of the personal 


property tax is too much of a gulp at 
this time. 


Sensible adjustment of it is the real 


need. 


Mother9^ Day 1973 
Highlights A Problem 


Motherhood is no longer a full-time 


occupation for an increasing number 
of women. This Mother's Day, Sun- 
day, May 13, will find more women 
than ever before working outside the 
home. While the number of children 
in 
the 
population 
has 
declined 


somewhat 
in recent years, 
the 


number of children with working 
mothers has increased significantly. 
Nearly one-third of all mothers with 
preschool children and one-half of the 
mothers with school-age children are 
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working. If recent trends continuue, 
reports the National Planning As- 
sociation 
(Projection 
Highlights, 


•March 1973), 59 per cent of all 
mothers will be in the labor force by 
1980. 


Separated, widowed and divorced 


women bringing up children on their 
own have always worked in large 
numbers. But the current increase in 
working mothers is not primarily the 
result of family breakups. It is iden- 
tified largely with changing attitudes 
toward woman's place in society, the 
trend toward smaller families, and the 
inflationary economy. 


The 
biggest 
problem 
facing 


working mothers is the lack of 
adequate and affordable day care 
facilities for their children. The 
predominance of the nuclear family 
generally precludes the sharing of 
child-care 
responsibilities 
with 


grandparents or other adult relatives. 
The Office of Child Development in 
the Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare reports that there are 
more than five million children of 
preschool age whose mothers work. 
The tola! capacity of licensed public 
and private day care facilities is less 
than 700,000. This means that the vast 
majority of working mothers must 
make other arrangements for the 
care of their children when they are 
on the job.
